HEREAS the raiſing or keeping a ſtanding army within this kingdom, 
in time of peace, unleſs it be with the conſent of parliament, is againſt 
law: and whereas it is judged neceſſury by his Majeſty, and this preſcnt Parlia- 
ment, that a body of forces ſhould be continued fow the ſafety of this kingdom, 
and the defence of the poſſeſſions of his Majeſty's crown; and that the whole 
number of ſuch forces ſhould confiſt of fifteen thouſand two hundred and thirty- 
two men; whereof twelve thouſand men, commiſſioned and non-commiſſioned 
officers included, ſhall be kept within this 
the ſame at all times, except in caſes of on or rebellion in Great Britain : 
and whereas no man can be forejudged of life or limb, or ſubjeQed in time of 


manner thaw by the judgment of his peers, and according to the known and 
eſtabliſhed law of this realm ; yet nevertheleſs, it being requiſite ſor the retaining
